The Pacific Railroad Rill Creates 
a Discussion in the 
Honse.

W a sh in g t o n , March 31.—Stanford 
reported a reBolution directing the 
Secretary of the Treasury to furnish 
a statement of the appropriations and 
expenses for public buildings since 
March 4th, 1885. Adopted. 
Voorhees introduced a bill for the 
issue of specie certificates, redeem­ 
able, half in gold coin, and half in 
silver bullion. 
On motion of Sherman, the House 
joint resolution, accepting the invita 
tion of the French Republic to take 
part in the International Exposition, 
from May to Octolier, 1889, was passed 
with amendments. 
The resolution offered by Mitchell 
last Thursday directing inquiry into 
the validity of the act of the Legislat­ 
ure of Washington Territory fixing 
the time for the beginning of the next 
session in January, 1889, was agreed 
to. 
The Senate then proceeded to a 
consideration of tlio bills on the cal­ 
endar that 
were not objected to. 
Among the bills passed were the fol­ 
lowing : 
Increasing the appropriation for the 
public building at Los Angeles from 
. $200,000 to $300,000. 
Granting the 
right of way to the Rio Grande and 
Utah Railroad through the Southern 
Ute Indian reservation, in Southwest­ 
ern Colorado. To enlarge the juris­ 
diction of the Probate Courts of Wy­ 
oming Territory. To credit the State 
of Oregon with $12,398 for ordnance 
and ordnance stores in connection 
with the Indian war of 1878. For the 
celebration at tire National Capitol in 
the spring of 1889, in honor of the 
centennial of the constitution of the 
United States. Granting the use of 
certain 
lands to the city of Ta­ 
coma, Washington 
Territory, 
for 
public parks. 
Appropriating $175,­ 
000 
f r 
the 
public building at 
Pueblo, Col. 
Increasing the pension 
of Mrs. General W. B. Burnett to $100 
Gr month. 
To amend the act of 
arch ] 8, 1877, as to removing the 
disabilities of tiiose who, having par­ 
ticipated in the Rebellion, afterwards 
enlisted in the Union army and be­ 
came disabled. 
Stewart moved to reconsider the 
vote by which the Senate passed some 
days ago the bill for the relief of pur­ 
chasers and other grantees of certain 
swamp and overflowed lands, and to 
reimburse 
and indemnify certain 
States. The motion was entered. 
Mandorson reported a bill to confer 
a brevet promotion on Army officers 
particularly distinguished by heroic 
action in Indian warfare. 
After an 
executive session 
the 
Senate ad­ 
journed.

W a s h in g t o n , March 31.—Brown, 
from the Committee on Commerce, 
reported a bill for the establishment 
of a quarantine station at San Fran­ 
cisco. The Committee of the whole 
took it in consideration. 
At the morning hour the discussion 
was resumed upon the Union Pacific 
Railroad Funding bill. The measure 
was opposed by Anderson, of Iowa, 
who said the career of the Pacific 
railroad companies had been criminal 
and that they had robbed the Treas­ 
ury of hundreds of millions of dollars. 
In reference to the Union Pacific he 
declared that so far from being under 
a new management, the direction of 
the road to-day was in the hands of 
and controlled by the old Credit 
Mobilier gang. 
Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, advocated 
the passage of the bill. He said the 
problem was, how to collect the Gov­ 
ernment debt and at the same time 
punish those who were deserving of 
Sunisliment. Referring to the Credit 
lobilier scandal, he denied that the 
men who controlled the Union Pa- 
cafic at that time, were the same who 
controlled it to-day. The passage of 
the bill would bring into the Treas­ 
ury of the United 
States a sum 
amounting 
to 
$110,090,000. 
He 
could not be persuaded that the in­ 
telligent masses of this country would 
not visit with condign punishinont 
the members of Congress, who, with 
such a glittering possibility within 
-tneir reach,would sacrifice it to a 
fanciful vindication of public justice 
at the expense of the public purse. 
The morning hour having expired, 
tho bill w ent upon the calendar as un­ 
finished business, ami the House pro­ 
ceeded to a consideration of the bills 
reported by the Committee on Private 
Land Claims. 
Several Private Land Measures were 
passed and the House went into Com­ 
mittee of the Whole upon the bill to 
establish a United States Land Court, 
and to provide for a judicial settle­ 
ment of private land claims in Arizo­ 
na, New Mexico and Colorado. Mc- 
Creery of Kentucky, Joseph of New 
Mexico, and Symes of Colorado favor­ 
ed the measure, and Smith of Arizona 
and Payson of Illinois opposed it. 
Pending further discussion the com­ 
mittee rose. 
A bill was reported and placed on 
the calendar for the erection of a pub­ 
lic building at Saginaw, Michigan. 
Blanchard reported his River and 
Harbor Appropriation bill, and it was 
referred to the Committee of tho 
Whole. ________________

Y e s t e r d a y ’ * 
P r o c e e d in g * — N e w 
E le c tio n off O ffic e rs . 
Washington, March 31.—The morn­ 
ing session of the International Coun­ 
cil of Women was dovoted to a con­ 
ference of Pioneers, many of whom 
were present. 
After prayer, Eliza­ 
beth Cady Stanton was introduced, 
and gave a history of Seneca Falls in 
1848. Addresses were made by sev­ 
eral others, including Fred Douglass 
and S. C. Pomeroy. 
At the meeting this afternoon the 
delegates adopted a constitution and 
elected officers for the permanent or­ 
ganisation of the National Council of 
tVomen. The officers are: President, 
Francis C. Willard, III.; vice-presid­ 
ent, Susan B. Anthony, N. Y .; cor­ 
responding secretary, May Wright 
Sewell, Ind.; recording secretary, 
Mary 15. Easton, Mass.; treasurer, 
Louise E. Thomas, New York. 
The constitution declares that the 
delegates band themselves together in 
a confederation of working committee 
for the overthrow of all forms of ig­ 
norance and injustice, and to the ap­ 
plication of the golden rule to society, 
custom and law. 
The council is 
organized 
in 
the interest of 
no 
one 
propaganda 
and 
has 
no 
power 
over 
its auxiliaries 
be­ 
yond that of suggestion and sympa­ 
thy. Any scciely of women, the nature 
of "whore work is satisfactory to the 
Executive Committee, either as to its 
undoubted National character or Na­ 
tional values, may become anxilliary 
to this Council, by subscribing to its 
specified conditions. 
An address will be issued to the 
women of the United States and the 
general officers of the International 
Council will issue a similar address to 
the women of the world. The co oper­ 
ation of all the women irrespective of 
race or creed will be urged. The 
evening session was devoted to a dis­ 
cussion of political conditions.

The Stewart amendment 
to the Bond bill seemed to find favor 
as a general thing, though it was 
thought that some amendments would 
be necessary to perfect it. Senator 
McPherson opposed it in a vigorous 
speech. It was determined to hold 
another caucus at 10 o’clock Monday 
morning.

$0,000,000. The estimate for rent, 
light and fuel for postoffices is in­ 
creased to $575,000. The estimate for 
the free delivery service is increased 
to a total of $0,000,000. Touching 
special facilities in the railway mail 
service the Postmaster-General Bays 
that in his view's they do not conduce 
to the advantage of the service, for 
the reason that they are not.sufficient 
for proper distribution.

RAILROAD TROUBLES. 


Exciting Times In and 
About Chicago. 


STRIKE FOLLOWING BTHIKK. 


The F o rt Wayne Koad Drawn 
Into the Difficulty—Other 
Roads to Follow.

C h ic a g o , March 31.—The rumor 
that the tie-up of all the Milwaukee 
and St. Paul roads was decided upon 
the late meeting of the strikers last 
night proves true. 
The engineers, 
firemen, switchmen and brakemen 
and a number of conductors of that 
road have quit work. 
The striko in­ 
cludes the employés of all divisions 
centering in Chicago, both freight 
and passenger. 


THE LAST TRAINS.

The strike was not declared by any 
organization or brotherhood, at'least 
not formally. 
The men say it was 
entirely individual action on their 
part. 


THE “ t |” CALLS FOR ASSISTANCE. 
The Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
Railroad called to-day upon the Fort 
Wayne, Lake Shore, Rock Island, 
Illinois Central and Alton for assist­ 
ance in raising the freight blockade 
in its yards 
This, it claims, it has a 
right to do under the Interstate Com­ 
merce law’, and the roads called upon 
are liable for damages under this act 
if they refuse. 


WILL UNITE FOR MUTUAL PROTECTION. 
The Fort Wayne and Lake Shore 
officials announced that they will haul 
Burlington cars if called upon to do 
so. The Rock Island has already re­ 
fused to take sides with the Burling­ 
ton. What the other roads will do 
when called upon is a matter of con­ 
jecture, but it is understood that they 
will unite for mutual protection and 
make a desperate fight to break down 
the Brotherhood and Switchmen’s 
Union. 
WORKING HARMONIOUSLY. 
« 
The moment the engineers, firemen 
and switchmen of other toads aie 
asked to assist in moving “Q” freight, 
they will strike. Thus the chances are 
favorable for a general railroad tie 
up on the lines converging in Chicago. 
ie Brotherhood of Switchmen and 
Brakemen on all the roads are now 
working harmonously. 
They appear 
as determined to win as the railroad 
companies. This is practically the 
situation to-day. 


ONE OF THE GREATEST STRIKES. 
Chairman Hoge, of the Grievance 
Committee of the Burlington road,vir­ 
tually admitted this morning that the 
engineers, firemen and switchmen of 
three and perhaps four other roads 
would go out some time to-day, thus 
precipitating one of the greatest strikes 
ever known in Chicago. 
The roads 
marked for the strike are the Alton, 
Ft. Wayne, Panhandle, Rock Island 
and the Santa Fe. 
SPREAD TO THE FORT WAYNE. 
Later—The strike has spread to the 
Foit Wayne employes. 
The crews 
left their engines in the yards at Car­ 
rol avenue and Carpenter street, at 2 
o’clock this afternoon. It was report­ 
ed that the Fort Wayne men at other 
points in the city also quit, and this 
was confirmed at 3 o’clock. The strike 
on the Fort Wayne in Chicago is gen­ 
eral, and is supposed to bo the result 
of the company accepting a train 
of freight this afternoon from the Bur­ 
lington. 
SPREAD TO BURLINGTON. 
B u r l i n g to n , la., March 31 .— The 
switchmen’s strike has extended to 
this city, and eight of the forty Bur­ 
lington switchmen heie took their 
time to-day and quit, giving no rea­ 
son. The company officials say the 
places will be filled this afternoon. 


THE PENNSYLVANIA. 
PiTTBHURG, March 31.—The railroad 
officials of the Pennsylvania Com­ 
pany have been watching the Bur­ 
lington very closely for the past few 
days. Their lines, including tho Fort 
Wayne road, are not handling Bur­ 
lington freight and every effort is 
being made to keep the strike from 
spreading among tbeir employes, as 
it has been mmored it was. 
A I.ITTLK TOO SANGUINE. 
An official who was seen to-day 
said: 
“ Our reports from Chicago 
state that everything is serene on the 
Fort Wayne road. We do not know 
what to expect, however. None of 
the Burlington freight is being han­ 
dled by us. It would not be policy 
to do so. It may be that there are a 
few stray Burlington cats on the Fort 
Wayne, between Pittsburg and Chi­ 
cago, but, if there are, they were the 
ones that were taken when it waB 
supposed the strike was settled. With 
the strike assuming a more serious 
phase we will not receive any Bur­ 
lington freight, and in fact, I do not 
think any will be offered us. 


STHIKE AFTER STRIKE. 


Result off tit* “ Q’« » Attempt to 
Force Fretakt on Other Road* 
C h ic a g o , March 31.—Strike follow­ 
ing strike in rapid succession was the 
result to-day ofHhe Burlington road’s 
first attempt to resume forcing freight 
on other roads. ’Almost at the very 
outset^he strike occurred on the Fort 
Wayne system, involving for the first 
time the undoubted tension of the 
trouble 
to 
roads 
leading 
East 
from Chicago. The St. Paul road 
had been completely tied between 
midnight and daylight, and Chairman 
Hoge, leader of the Brotherhood in 
the absence of Chief Arthur, intimated 
early that before another midnight 
there might be precipitated a succes­ 
sion of strikes unparalelled in the 
city. One on the Panhandle occurred 
os’ early as 7 a . m ., but was overcome 
by tbe officials showing that no work­ 
men had been asked to handle Bur­ 
lington cars. 
HOW THE FT. WAYNE TROUBLE BEGAN. 
At 10 a. x., the Burlington made up 
a train of fifteen cara which waa 
quietly transferred to toe Fort Wi 


road, while at the same time twenty 
five cars were made up and started 
for the Lake Shore road, with forty 
Pinkerton meu|aboani. Tbe transfer, 
however, waa made without disturb­ 
ance. At 2 p. m., the Fort Wayne 
officials ordered a switching crew to 
take the “Q” train from the siding at 
Sixteenth street, and place it on the 
Fort 
Wayne tracks. 
The 
men 
promptly refused, and ran their en­ 
gines in. The news spread, and in 
a few mome ts all the crows in 
the yards quit, engineers, firemen 
and switchmen. Just then the 2 :20 
p . M. Fort Wayne passenger train, 
outward bound, came along. At Six­ 
teenth street the engineer and fire­ 
man learned of the strike and left the 
engine. The conductor soon volun­ 
teered to run the engine, a fireman 
was found, and the train proceeded, 
after a slight delay. The Ft. Wayne 
di-pitches say they'have no assur­ 
ances from other passenger engines 
that they would not go out, but a 
great deal of dependence is placed in 
them. 


THE ST. PAUL PARALYZED. 
Along the line of the St. Paul road 
freight business was paralyzed and 
passenger traffic almost suspended. 
As'Boon as the inbound passenger 
trains reached the depot and unload­ 
ed the engineers backed them out to 
Western 
avenue 
and abandoned 
them. 


WOULD HANDLE EMPTY CARS. 
This afternoon the engineers, fire­ 
men and switehnion of the St. Paul 
road held a meeting and sent a com­ 
mittee 
to Superintendent Karling. 
They stated to him they could agree 
to handle empty, but not loaded, “Q” 
cars. Karling asked them to submit 
their proposal in writing and agreed 
to forward it to General Manager 
Mills at Milwaukee. 


SUBSTITUTES THAT WOULDN’T WORK. 
Fifty men. said to be regular freight 
and 
passenger 
conductors on the 
Council Bluffs division of the road, 
arrived here this morning, having 
been brought by the St. Paul people 
to fill the places of the striking en­ 
gineers. firemen and switchmen, but 
after a brief talk with the leaders of 
the St. Paul strikers, they decided 
that not a man would throw a switch. 
IN A BAD PLIGHT. 
During the day as many as a dozen 
men called on the Mayor with com­ 
plaints against the Chicago, Burling­ 
ton and Quincy managers. 
They 
claim that they were induced to come 
here from the East by promises oi 
positions as brakemen, switchmen, 
etc., but on their arrival they were 
declared incompetent aud the com­ 
pany refused them work or transpor­ 
tation home again. They claim to be 
without money and in a bad plight, 
and say they have as companions in 
their misery two or three hundred 
others whose condition is exactly sim­ 
ilar to theirs. The Mayor promised 
to see the Burlington people. 


MANAGER MILLER’S 
STATEMENT. 
M il w a u k e e . March 3 1 . — Manager 
Miller of the St. Paul road said this 
morning that tho trouble with their 
men is still confined to Chicago. The 
Chicago train dispatchers joined tbe 
ranks of the disaffected, and before 
their places could be filled some delay 
to passenger trains at the Chicige 
terminus was eaused by the failure on 
the part of the company to get engi­ 
neers on time. About 200 employes 
of the company have quit work at 
Chicago. “ We are getting new engine 
dispatchers to supply ttse place of 
those who stopped work, and all pas­ 
senger trains except those of the 
early morning are about on time. We 
are running as many freight trains as 
we can take care of in Chicago. 
St. 
Paul is in tho market for freight both 
at Chicago and Milwaukee. On all 
other divisions of the road trains are 
running as usual. I do not believe 
there wiffbe any further trouble.”

In spite of the weather of latt week, 
which one would think would discour­ 
age almost anybody from indulging 
in long shots on future events, the bet­ 
ting m arket last week was fairly ac­ 
tive, as a glauco at our market reports 
will show. The fancy seems to have 
been particularly for outsiders.

Hanover and Kings­ 
ton are being backed at odds which 
are barely good enough 'against their 
starting, m uch less their winning, 
while Dunboyne, 8axony and a num­ 
ber of other good ones are left severely 
alone. 
And then look at the forlorn 
price against Eurus. 
Surely it is not 
the odds against his winning, when 
one looks at the price offered against 
other nags who, on public form and 
on paper, have no earthly chance. 
1 
was never an admirer of Eurus, and I 
never can get myself to regard his Su­ 
burban victory of last year as anything 
but a fluke. 
But when one looks at 
the races he ran previously and subse 
qoently at the Suburban of 1887, one 
can hardly get away from the fact that 
he is a very high class horse. 
I cannot help repeating my remark 
that the sporting papers seem to en­ 
tertain bat a poor opinion of the own­ 
ers of Kingston. Surely of those gen­ 
tlemen did not intend to start King­ 
ston in the Suburban, they would at 
once eliminate him from the contest 
in order to prevent the public from 
throwing a wav their money on a for­ 
lorn hope. I think it just possible that 
there is a m ethod in their disparage­ 
m ent of this horse’s chance of starting 
and perhaps they have been inspired 
on the improbability of his appearing 
a t the post in order that the book­ 
m akers m ay follow their lead and 
lengthen their odds against the son of 
Spendthrift. If this is their object I 
hardly think that they will be success­ 
ful, a9 the public at any rate seem 
anxious to invest their money on him 
a t any odds. 
As Kingston seems to 
have the race at his mercy a bowl of 
indignation will arise. 
Should he be 
scratched a short time previous to the 
contest, his owners, if they h ave auy 
regard for their reputation will make 
up their m inds on this point without 
m uch further delay. 
Of all the horses at Gravesend King 
Crab is probably the most advanced 
in training. 
He has been out regu­ 
larly, and of late has done some good, 
strong work. He has filled out, and is 
m uch better looking than he was last 
year. H e will likely be ready in time 
to keep his engagements at the W ash­ 
ington'meeting. The other horses in 
the stable are moving along Blowly. 
On account of the storm but few 
horses have arrived or departed from 
Coney Island during the past week 
M r. K reyer has received word from 
F rank McCabe that he would send 
for Joe Cotton in a few days. 
The 
Suburban candidate will then be put 
in active trainiug. 
He is in good 
shape and apparently ready for regu­ 
lar work. 
H e has not hau a saddle

in pairs, the losers retiring. The com­ 
mittee desire to state that gentlemen 
who are interested in the game, and 
who wish cards of admission, can ob­ 
tain them bv applying at the Club 
House on and after May seventh.

This was du°, he 
thought, to constant irritation of the 
sympathetic nervous system , finally 
producing a long train of neurotic d is­ 
orders, which only ceased by removal 
of the cause. 
Dr. E. H. P ratt, Professor of Sur­ 
gery, in Chicago Homeopolliic Col­ 
lege, son of the distinguished guest, 
is credited with being the foremost in­ 
vestigator in this branch of surgery.

I t has disarran g ed th e w hole 
indue*rial fabric of Ohio. 
H ow m uch 
b etter th e m asses of th e S tate w ould 
have been if th e L egislature h ad n o t 
p ut on th is 100 per cent, on woolen 
goods?

The franchise of tho Los Angeles 
Water Company expires in 1897. It has 
nearly ten years to run. The terms, 
c t the franchise are that at its expira­ 
tion appraisers shall be selected by 
the company and the city, and they 
■hall appraiee the value of the pipes 
■nd other material, connected with 
the 
system. 
The 
city 
will 
become possesed of the same on the 
payment of the appraisement, and 
thenceforth the city, instead of a com­ 
pany, will supply water to the inhabi­ 
tants of Los Angeles. The evening 
paper that is advocating the adoption 
of the abortive charter now before the 
people, has the temerity to assert 
fthat the miscarriage of that instru­ 
m ent will imperil the city’s power to 
parchase the company’s works when 
their franchise expires.

San Pedro Harbor 
wins! 
The 
Southern Pacific people have decided 
positively to improve the shipping fa­ 
cilities at that point, and for the pre 
sent, at least, the question of going to 
San Diego is in abeyance. There never 
was any very serious question about 
the final outcome on this head. Here 
is the distributing point for Southern 
California. Los Angeles is, and always 
will be, the center of population. 
There lies around this city a small 
empire of the best land beneath the 
skies. From the San Gorgonio Pass 
to the ocean is one hundred miles. 
The ehore line from Santa Monica 
cafion 
to 
San 
Juan 
Capistrano 
is as long as that from the top of the 
mountain to tide - water as given 
above. To the noithwest lie the fer­ 
tile lands of Ventura and Santa Bar­ 
bara counties. We are nearer these 
than is any other distributing point. 
Their trade will inevitably gravitate 
to us. 
The inexorable laws of com­ 
merce will bring this about. North 
of Santa Barbara lie the coast coun­ 
ties of San Luis Obispo and Monterey; 
and 
in 
the 
head 
of 
the San 
Joaquin valley are Kern, Tulare 
and 
Fresno counties. 
These are 
great 
and 
rapidly 
developing 
sections whoee trade will be very 
large. They are all debatable ground,' 
whose commerce belongs to us as 
much as to any one. San Pedro is 
the nearest point to Los Angeles 
where ship and car can come together. 
These are all the economic factors in 
the problem, and, with such data to 
work from, no sane man could ever 
doubt that San Pedro's 
facilities 
would be made the very most of. 
Granted, 
that 
San 
Diego 
has 
a 
harbor 
materially 
better 
suited for handling 
merchandise; 
^-what then? Is tb&t the only ele­ 


ment in the situation to consider? By 
no means. A cargo landed at San 
Diego must be hauled nearly 100 miles 
by rail, and that over heavy gradients, 
to get the goods to the doors of the 
wholesale dealers and jobbers who are 
to distribute them to the retailers. It 
costs money to haul a heavy train 100 
miles over any road. That is why 
San Pedro won! 
That the port has won is be­ 
yond doubt. 
The railroad people 
have 
studied 
the 
situation 
all 
its 
aspects. 
Several 
times 
they 
have 
gone 
carefully 
over 
the ground. They see where popu­ 
lation is increasing, whore industries 
are being created, where the produc­ 
tions of the soil are being increased 
and multiplied so rapidly. It is here 
around Los Angeles, in the territory 
tributary to San Pedro Harbor. These 
facts have settled the question, and as 
a result the edict has gone forth, it is 
written in vermilion and will not be 
altered. It is as irrevocable as the 
laws of the Medes and Persians. 
Orders 
have 
been forwarded for 
abundant material. The work will 
be rushed with 
all possible dis­ 
patch, and before many revolving 
months roll by, a safe and ample 
wharf will be constructed at San Pe­ 
dro. 
It will go to deep water, eo that 
ocean-going ships of heaviest draft 
may lie alongside. The cars will 
run to the end of the wharf, and goods 
wil 1 go from the holds of the vessels 
direct to the cars. 
The news is of the most interesting 
and important nature to this section. 
It means large developments at San 
Pedro with a lavish -expenditure of 
money there for months to come, and 
it means for all future time a busy 
harbor at our doors which will keep 
at Los Angeles the commerce of the 
south end of the State, preserve her 
as the metropolis of the semi-tropics, 
and daily add to her popularity, busi­ 
ness, wealth and importance. 


T h e H e a l E s t á is m a r k e t. 
Real estate sales for the past week 
were a little lighter than any previous 
week in March. The average whs 
121 transfers a day and the aggregate 
amount was $1,4.32,799. That is about 
a full average of the sales for the past 
three months, or since January 1st, 
1888. It is far more than the average 
for the same period last year, which 
for the three mouths came to a triil-* 
over $1,000,000 a week. 
The total for 
the thirteen weeks in 1887 was in round 
numbers, $15,000,000. 
For March 
last year it was less than $0 000,000 
During the month closed yesterday the 
total number of sales was 3,373 ; and the 
gross amount was $7,071,438. This is 
two millions more than for March a 
year ago. 
There 
were 
but few 
large sales last month. The transac­ 
tions are largely single lota and small 
farm9, both lines being for immediate 
improvement and occupancy by the 
purchaser. 
When we realize that 
the total sales for the three mouths 
just closed reach the enormous sum 
of $22,000,000 in round numbers, and 
that this is nearly fifty per cent, more 
than was recorded for the saíne period 
a year ago, it must appear that there 
is really on the whole an acceleration 
in the “ boom.” 
The absonce of 
feverish speculation in this business 
is no bad sign. If half as much more 
property—in value—is sold this year 
for investment than was sold last year

Some profess to fear an 
immediate war with Germany; but 
that, let us hope, will not prove to bé 
well-founded belief.

Recuperation is going on most 
encouragingly, and in due course of 
time, the Republic will reach a state 
of perfect health again. 
She is not 
quite strong yet, in either a financial 
or political way.

through the ordeal heroi«ally. 
But 
she is still in a 
state of deple

from

administered to her. In her new Re­ 
publican life she is young—in her 
swaddling-clothes, so to speak. In 
time she will get on her feet, and 
grow to an immense stature and 
strength. A severe conflict at this 
time would terribly tax both her re­ 
sources and her strength. All friends 
of political liberty witf hope that 
calm couosels will prevail, that con­ 
servative measures will continue to be 
followed, and that the new Republic 
jast planted in the midst of the mon­ 
archies and despotisms of Europe, 
may be spared to grow to a perfect 
statare and full development of na­ 
tional life, in order that the light of 
liberty may radiate from this center 
to all the peoples of the old world. 
• his is more than a question of mere 
natiouality or of race. It is one which 
concerns the whole brotherhood of 
dvUlaed and progressive humanity.

The Board of H ealth mot yesterday 
afternoon

There were present, Hon. W. H 
W orkman, Mayor and chairm an, J . F 
H um phreys, President of the Coun­ 
cil and Messrs. Gibbs, Hanley, Col­ 
lins and Dr. Reese. 
Dr. Reese stated that there were 
twenty-seven pationtB at the pest- 
house, but all were convalescent and 
a great m any of them would be dis­ 
charged 
during the coming week. 
Seventeen patiehts had 
been dis­ 
charged since last meeting and there 
had been one death, but not from 
small-pox, an the patient had got 
over the worst phases of small-pox. 
hut was troubled with a chronic kid­ 
ney disease which caused his death 
The physicians were reporting regu­ 
larly all the cases 
of 
contagious 
diseases. 
He also stated that he had 
ordered the nuisance t j be abated on 
the corner of 
Wall and Seventh 
streets, 
and

new 
pool was in course of construction. 
Mr. Donegan who has the contract 
for street sprinkling appeared before 
the board and stated that he under­ 
stood a complaint was to he entered 
against him , in th at three sprinkling 
carts had been stan ling together at 
ono hydrant for fifteen minutes. lie 
wished to say that the m an who made 
the report spoke falsely, as cart No.' 
12 was not in use. Cart No. 8 was in 
quite a different part of the city and 
he could account for the other re­ 
ported case if the gentlem an could 
furnish the number. 
On motion of H umphreys it was 
recommended th at the Chief of the 
Fire P epartm ent be required to de­ 
tail a band of men with a hose to 
thoroughly wash

P o s t p o n e d U n t i l T o - m o r r o w , o n 
. A c c o u n t o f t h e C a l z a d o T r i a l . 
The new and elegant quarters of 
D jpartm ent No. 1, in the M urietta 
building on New High street, to­ 
gether with the fact that it was gen­ 
erally known that two of the most 
im portant crim inal,trials of Los An­ 
geles county would be called, filled 
the auditorium with curious specta­ 
tors, early yesterday morning, and 
nuinbers were unable to obtain seats, 
and 
obliged 
to 
rem ain without, 
Judge Cheney making an imperative 
order th at no one should be allowed 
to Stand in the court room 
After disposing of some minor pre­ 
liminary business, the H attie Wool- 
steen cuse was called, the Judge stat­ 
ing at the time that owing to a disap­ 
pointment in completing the Calzado 
case as was contemplated, the case 
would in all probability have to be 
set for 2 i*. m. 
Counsel for the prose­ 
cution and defense agreeing to this, it 
was so ordered, and the argum ent 
in the Calzado murder case was taken 
up. 
At two r. m. H attie, M innie and 
Mr. Woolsteen, their numerous at­ 
torneys, together with the arm y of 
witnesses called by the prosecution, 
were present in court.

Permission was granted, as all ar­ 
rangem ents had been made previous 
to the passing of the fire ordinance. 
Mr. \V. Graham asked permission 
to erect a veneered building at No. 613 
Main street, between Seventh and 
Eighth streets. 
He had part of the 
lum ber on tbe ground before the ordi­ 
nance went into effect, and had al­ 
ready commenced work. A contractor 
and his foreman also can e before the 
Board and slated that they believed 
there was no more danger in a veneered 
buildiDg than a frame building in 
case of firs.

Ought not a

farther? 
Some of the greatest men 
tho world has over known h ive given 
lo their mothers the credit of their 
success. 
In many cases, too, tho 
fathers have been unsympathetic and 
«•jarse, and would seriously have im­ 
peded the progress of their gifted sons 
had it not been for the maternal in­ 
tercession.

well, for the 
unhappiness con­

Girls who are not inordinately crafty 
or reckless, incline more or le.-s to be 
confidential in their relations to their 
mothers, but boys, who from the first 
have a tendency to seek the associa­ 
tions of their own sox, have to bf* 
coaxed into maternal companionship. 
When once their admiration for her 
is established, and they see how supe­ 
. rior sl.e is to other boys’ mothers, 
i their devotion becomes so chivalric 
and worshipful that under all circum­ 
stances they are ready to stand by her 
just as they would stand by their coun­ 
try were it in peril. The reason why a 
boy is indifl’erent to his mother is not 
because she is not kind or good, but 
because she is not wise, and so is un­ 
equal to appreciate liis masculinity 
and his world.

With the exception of actresses who 
grow in grace as rapidly as they grow 
in reputation, publicity has, in most 
cases, a bad effect upon the manners of 
women. It teaches them to take care 
of themselves, to be shrewd and busi­ 
ness-like ; but it also robs them of that 
inherent refinement so indispensable 
to the perfection of womanhood. It 
h, indeed, a very remarkable woman 
who can at once make for herself a 
placo as a lecturer, physician or law­ 
yer, aud retain the pleasing attributes 
of her sex. The veiy nature of these 
vooations demands a masculine

and 
lead to an aggressive egotism, 
and an unblushing go-aheaditiveness 
anything but adorable in the garb of 
femininity. It is of course possible 
for a woman to be womanly and at 
the same time professional; bat in or­ 
der to be so she must bo unusually 
well bred or intellectually gifted. Be- 
blind and deaf and dumb 
to

Old John Jacob Astor left $20,000,­ 
000, and during tbe forty years that 
have elapsed since then, the estate 
has probably increased to $120,000,­ 
000. In otliei words. John Jacob and 
William are now each worth $60,000,­ 
000. The elder Astor had aliout forty 
acres of wild land up-town, which 
then were only an expense. At pres­ 
ent, however, they are covered with 
elegant buildings and are worth 
nearly $1,000,000 per acre. 
The 
Astor House was then rented for 
$25,000, but it now brings nearly 
$100,000, aud the two brothers each 
own about 5,000 houses, bringing an 
aggregate rent of $3,000,000. 
It. is very remarkable that old John 
Jacob Astor never had «family burial 
plat. He had, however, only two 
deaths in bis family—his wife and his 
son Henry—and no one but the fam­ 
ily know where they aro buried. 
When the old man died, his remains 
were placed in a vault under St. 
Thomas’ Church, which was close by 
his residence, but a few years after­ 
ward the church was pulled down, and 
then the family erected a large granite 
váult in Trinity Cemetery at Wash­ 
ington Heights. The remains of the 
original John Jacob, and also those of 
bis son William rest there, and by 
their side is now laid all that is mor­ 
tal of Mrs. John Jacob Astor. The 
tomb is on a side hill, and has a gran­ 
ite porch on whose lintel is inscribed 
‘Astor Vault.” The family name 
does not appear on the Astor House, 
nor on the Astor Library, nor on the 
business office; how strange it seems 
that it should only be seen on the 
house of death!—[New York Letter.

Will it be robbing him of any merit 
to say that in all this heavy work he 
*is powerfully, ably and continually as 
sisteil by the woman he married ? 
This is the bright side of the pic­ 
ture; but, alas! there is a reverse 
side, equally true and painfully well 
known, where the misery and the 
want, the despondency ancf the des­ 
pair, are all attributable to precisely 
the same cause.
